Convention in 1940 marks 
start of PNNA history 


A few dedicated coin collec- 
tors who held dual membership 
in the Seattle Coin Club of 
Washington state and the Ore- 
gon Numismatic Society of 
Portland were instrumental in 
arranging for the founding of 
what has since evolved into the 
Pacific Northwest Numismatic 
Association, according to Irene 
Alexander. It began as an annual 
joint meeting for the two organi- 
zations. The Tacoma, Wash., 
Coin Club was also to partici- 
pate. 

The first such gathering, 
March 31, 1940, was called the 
Pacific Northwest Convention of 
Coin Clubs. It was held in the 
Lewis and Clark Hotel in Cen- 


‘tralia, Wash., which is geogra- 


phically located about midway 
between Seattle and Portland. 

The meeting, held on a Sun- 
day, lasted one day and featured 
a seven-course dinner, a film on 
detecting counterfeits shown by 
a member of the Secret Service, 
talks, a numismatic quiz, exhi- 
bits and an auction. 

General chairman of the affair 
was Paul M. Fouts, assisted by 
J.V. LaMore and Fred W. Urch. 

At the first convention. it was 
decided that they would become 
annual affairs, but World War II 
temporarily interrupted the 
sequence. The third meeting 


held in 1946 and now with the 
name, Pacific Northwest Annual 
Convention of Coin Collectors, 
convened again in Centralia and 
was the first to issue an official 
medal. 

Christian Petersen was chosen 
president in 1946 and he served 
three one-year terms. Alexander 
also served three terms, which 
ended in 1968, the only other 
person to do so. Presently 
PNNA has a two-term limit. 

Eleanor Christensen became 
the first secretary. 

In 1952, the Evergreen Coin 
Club of Lewis County, Wash., 
joined the group and at that 
time it had a new name, Pacific 
Northwest Coin Convention. At 
the 1953 convention, Inland 
Empire Coin Club of Spokane, 
Wash., became a member and 
the name was changed to its per- 
manent one: Pacific Northwest 
Numismatic Association. 

Some of the early founders 
included Art and Marti Head- 
land, Ben Williams, Paul Fouts, 
“Doc”? Saemen, Howard Cli- 
chert, Bert Wagner, John 
Haberlin, Ralph “Curly” Mit- 
chell, Carl Olander, Jerry 
Eberle, Mary Lake, William N. 
Worth, Steven Bibler, Lawrence 
and Alice McCabe and Laura 
Lawrence. 

Conventions were held 


annually in Centralia right 
through 1955. After that year, 
the site began moving around. 
Springfield, Ore., was the first 
host to a PNNA gathering out- 
side of Centralia in 1956. 

No conventions were held in 
1967, 1971, 1983 and 1984. So 
this year’s PNNA convention is 
the 38th, rather than the 46th. 

PNNA publishes a quarterlay 
called the Nor’wester, and its 
roots extend to the mid-1950s 
and the original name, PNNA 


Bulletin.

Some of the 
highlights of these include an 
encased 1959 cent for the con- 
vention in Spokane that year, 
five encased postage pieces in 
1976 in Seattle and a set of three 
medals in silver, bronze and alu- 
minum in 1978 in Spokane. 


WHY I STARTED COLLECTING WOOD - an article by Stan Clute :- 


As the title suggests, this article is in response to the request for articles on 
page 6 of the February 1985 issue of Timber Talk. In it the editor states "Why 
not jot down a few thoughts 'Why I started collecting wood,' 'My first wood,' etc., 
etc., and to send it in." Maybe this brief remembrance will help to spur some 
contributions from other members. (Ed. Note - well??) 


Sometime around the mid-1970's -- not too long after the formation of C.A.W.M.C., 
I suppose -- I realized that, for some time past, various people involved in the 
numismatic hobby had occasionally been giving me wooden nickels, wooden quarters, 
wooden dollars, or just plain souvenir woods. In many cases they had been given to 
the donor and, as he didn't collect them himself, he (or she) passed them along to 
me. In this manner I had acquired a modest but varied accumulation of Canadian 
wooden money. The logical solution to this situation seemed twofold: I could 
either (a) get rid of them by handing them out to somebody else, or (b) organize 
them into a collection and pursue it as a new interest. C 
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I have no regrets over having chosen the latter course of action. In the past nine | 
or ten years, my collection has grown fairly steadily and, while it is certainly not @ 
one of the great wood collections in Canada, has nonetheless given me a great deal 
of satisfaction. In addition, I must mention the many fine fellow-cellectors I 
have met and become friends with through this hobby. All of the above I would have 
otherwise missed. 


What are my future plans in the wooden money hobby? Just to keep on collecting in 
my own fashion and at my own pace. I collect material which interests me and 
leave alone that which doesn't. In this manner I look forward to cultivating 
many more fine friendships over the years to come and enhancing those friendships 
which I have already made.

A WOODEN NICKEL GOOD FOR

The subject of this short note is an unusual wooden nickel. It is 
unusual in that it is actually worth something! A cup of coffee to be & 
exact. 


It is made of wood, 38mm in diameter and 3mm thick. The obverse and 
reverse carry the same design; namely, Timothys logo with Coffee Coin above 
and Le Jeton de Cafe, below. 


Timothys is a franchised chain of coffee houses across Ontario and 
Quebec which, in addition to selling coffee and tea, also sell supplies 
and accessories for these beverages and cooking. 


The tokens were issued in a stocking of 12 for $6.99. They are re- 
deemable at any Timethys location. Circulated specimens are reissued. 


This token was obtained at the Hull, Quebec branch. It is a welcome 
addition to any wooden collection, or circulating "good for" series.
